August invasion of Cze- 
choslovakia has undermined these assump- 
tions, “for the invasion occurred swiftly 
from a “manoeuvre situation.” 

It appears, therefore, that the flexible 
Tesponge doctrine has been sharply re- 
vised.

These Moves will beef up Western 
strength in the area, Even without them 
the U.S. Sixth Fleet is far beyond any- 
thing the Soviets will be able to muster 
in the foreseeable future, but they help 
serve notice to the Kremlin that the NATO 
powers are not going to permit the Medi- 
terranean to become a Soviet naval pre- 
serve.

Gen, Lemnitzer told 200 delegates from 
the 15 Nate countries und Malta that 
“the lIesson of Czechoslovakia's oceupa- 
tion and its serious implications should be 
very clear to us." He said the Warsaw 
Pact powers have “the most formidzble 
conventional armed forces in the world 
today, backed by plentiful tactical air 
support and nuclear power," and in- 
directly rejected Soviet claims that the 
Pact was only defensive. He sajd the 
Soviet Union and Its East European al- 
lies “possess a tremendous military capa- 
bility and poteptiat far beyond that re- 
quired to defend against the military ca- 
pabilities of Nato.”

The two Border Policemen were wounded 
slightly when the patrol of which they 
were part drew bazooka fire in the Neve 
Ur area in the Beisan Valley at 6.15 
yesterday morning.

At 6.30 p.m. yesterday, a hand grenade 
wag lobbed at an Army. command car 
driving down the main street of Gaza, 
exploding harmlessly about 50 metres 
behind the vehicle, Curfew was imposed 
on the ares, while security forces launched 
a search for the grenade thrower.

Scripted and directed by Man Eldad and 
Shraga Friedman, An-Ski's well-known 
play has been made into a film that is 
impressive in parts and nolds the atten- 
tion ali through This evocation of an 
obsolete world with its mixture ot Jewish 
mysticism und folklore, its story of pos- 
session and exorcism, is still able to cast 
8 certain spell over an audience. 


The film avoids emulating Habimah's 
famous “expressionist" staze production. 
While the acting is somewhat stylized 
and heightened in effect, the atmosphere 
of strangeness, of the supernatural, is 
eonveyed mainly through the pallid colour 
which throws an unearthly glow over all 
the action. The opening scenes in the driv-

Off to chess ‘Olympics’

Jerusalem Fost Chess Correspondent 
UGANO, in the south of Switzerland, 
will play host to a record number 
of δὲ nations participating in the 18th 
cheas Olympics (October 17-November 8). 
It wilt be Israel's eleventh appearance 
in this bi-annual event, first held in Lon- 
don in 1927, and sponsored by the F.LD.E. 
(the international chess organization). 
The organization of “The Tournament of 
Nations for Men's Teams," as the chess 
Olympics are officially known, 15 usually 
. Undertaken by the great chess powers, 
who possess the financial means for stag- 
ing the big event (which at present in- 
volves some 300 players and accompany- 
ing persons). One of the few notable 
exceptiong was the 16th chess Olympiad 
organized by the Israel Chess Federation 
and held in the Sheraton Hotel, Tel Aviv, 
in November 1964. 

Israel's record in the ten previous 
Olympics (Warsaw 1935 — Havana 1966) 
shows a favourable record of 37119: 
84814 points out of the total of 720 
games played. The placings in these 
events were as follows: Warsaw 1935 
— 15th out of 20 nations; Buenos 
‘Aires 1939 — 9th (263; Helsinki 1952 
— lth (25); Amsterdam 1954 — Tth 
(26); Moscow 1956 — 12th (34); Munich 
1958 --- 17th (36); Leipzig 1960 — 14th 
440); Varna 1962 — 15th (37); Tel Aviv 
1964 -- 13/lé¢th (50); Havana 1966 — 
19th 152). 

Yosef Porat is the only one who play- 
ed in all ter Olympiads, while Meshe 
Czernlak missed only the Tel Aviv ove. 
These two international masters were

American suburb

ZICHRON YA'ACOV. — A garden city 
of 200 cottages for immigrants from 
North America is planned for Giv'at Eden, 
a hill here overlooking the sea, coastal 
plain and highway. An American com- 
pany is to bulld the suburb at a cost of 
about $18m. The homes will be of four 
types, varying in floor space from 120 to 
200 sq. m. and will cost between IL60,000 
and IL80,000. Construction of the first 
30 homes is to begin in three months, and 
the project is to be completed in three 
years, 

This was announced here yesterday by 
the initiator of the scheme, Mr. Eytan 
Halevy, head of Halevy International Inc., 
registered in Delaware, with head offices 
in Chicago. Mr. Halevy, born in Afliim, 
where parents still lve, studied 
mechanical engineering in Britain and 
then went to the U.S.,where he has been 
spectacularly successful as a businessman. 
He is 35 today and is technically still an 
Israeli citizen. 

For the purpose of executing his housing 
and settlement project, he has founded the 
Era Israel Company a5 an affiliate of Ha- 
levy International. He said 200 American 
Jews, mainly professionals or retired per- 
sons, have already registered. A motel 
and a country club at the housing estate 
ate under construction. The company has 
acquired an 800-dunam tract on the hill. 

The project has already been approved 
by the Local Council Chairman, Mr. Ha- 
Jevy sald. It also has the support of the 
Shomron Development Company, a joint 
enterprise of all the smaller towns in the 
area.

Nahariya hospital uses Technion 


invention to ease. urine trouble

NAHARIYA. — An electronic device for 
detecting blockage of urinary sutflow in 
eatheterised patients wes demonstrated by 
its inventors at the Government Hospital 
here yesterday. They are Prof. Mordechai 
Diskin of: the Technion, Dr. Bernard 
Sztamler, Deputy Head of the Hospital's 
Surgery Department, and Mr. Alexander 
Vilensky, a medical engineer of the Elron 
Electronies company of Haifa. which de- 


veloped and built the compact device, . 


called Uritector. 

Dr, Sztamler told tne press that bladder 
operations often raise problems of urinary 
evacuation, when catheter occlusion may 
he caused by blood clots, pus, fibrin, etc. 
ΤῈ prolonged and undetected, they may 
eause serious complications which may 
make another operation necessary, 85 well 
as causing unnecessary discomfort. Con- 
ventionally the bladder vutflow is ob- 
servec by the- nurses. This streins the 
hospital's manpower because frequent ob- 
servations are necessary, Furthermore 
this supervision do@s not always assure 
early detection. The new device, which 
has already undergone extensive tests 
in the haspital, will help cvercome the 


problem. 
ALARM SIGNAL 


Prof. Diskin explained that the Uri- 
tector consists of ‘tw? . interconnected 
units, 2 sensor, which can be mounted 
at the bedside and which pesses through 
2 light source, and a photodetection, whica 
counts the number of drops within a set 
period of time. If the outflow is blocked 
by clots or for any other reason, the 
detector sounds an alarm and flashes 8 red 
light, alerting the nurse. 

Six unitg can be linked up to a specially 
constructed central control board, mounted 
in tha duty nurse’s room. The control 


panel sounds the alarmi.wien any uf the 
alx patients’ outflow become irregular. It 
is so constructed that the nurse can turn 
off the alarm only by going to the reli~ 
vant patient's bedside. 

A second device, the Uricounter, deve- 
Joped as an extension to the Uritector, 
eliminates the necessity for collecting 
urine ip. calibrated bags or bottler wod 
savts the recording of volume by πὶ nurse. 
The combiaatlon provides automatic urine 
volume measurements and raises the 
alarm [π᾿ case of catheter blocksge. ‘ 

YEAR'S WORK 

The sclentistu said that the device took 
2 year to develop, from its experimental 
Model, which was large and unwieldy 
Elves sells the waits at $180 each, and the 
central control board will cost about the 
game. The device was described in an 
article in the Eritish medical journal, 
“The Lancet,” by its inventors earlier 
this year. and drew several dozen en- 
quirles from doctors in various parts of 
the world.

Dr. Avigdor Einhorn, director of the -

Ment of the device proves that a hospital 
need not be large to be progressive. His 
own hes 190 beds, with a new, 90-bed 
section soon to be opened. Some 60 per 
cent of its patients are Arabs or Druse. 

The Bellinson Hospital has also been 
provided with a unit for trials. 

The Technion spokesman announced that 
its staff is working on a score of medical 
engineering projects, An Institute for Medi- 
eal Engineering, which will be exclusively 
devoted to such work is to be opened 
in December.

SIRHAN ACTED 
ALONE, INITIAL 
PROBE SHOWS 


LOS ANGELES (UPI). — A comprehen- 
sive investigation of the assassination of 
Senator Robert Kennedy has turned up 
no evidence of a conspiracy or any sus- 
pect other than Sirhan B. Sirhan. 

Deputy District Attorney Lyno Comp- 
ton made the disclosure on Monday dur- 
ing a hearing which set a new date of 
December 9 for the start of Sirhan's trial 
on charges that he killed Kennedy and 

wounded five other persons iast June 5. 
Mr. Compton said that after examining 
112 statemente by prospective witnesses, 
the transcripts of six interviews with Sir- 
han, and a report of the handling of the 
suspect just after his arres:, all informa- 
tion dealing with other possible suspects 
“is negative and of little value to any- 
one.” ᾷ 
In producing the testimony, Mr. Comp- 
ton said he “sould like the record to 
show that our investigation has produced 
no other possible suspects or evidence of 
conspiracy in the slaying of Senator 
‘Robert Kennedy.” 

Monday's session was ‘the longest of 
Sirhan’s seven court appearances. He ap- 
peared pale and nervous, constantly swi- 
veling In his chair and biting his finger- 
nails.

Traffic was 
Permitted, and hundreds of Arabs and 
tourists passed through the town; but 
Israel citizens were turned back from 
midday onwards, and strict checks were 
carried out from early morning. Despite 
this, hundreds of Israelis visited the 
Tomb of the Patriarchs in the morning 
hours, 

In the town it was quiet, but there was 
a tense atmosphere as security relnforce- 
ments took up their positions. Many sol- 
diers were posted on rooftops near the 
old market place by the Tomb of the 
Patriarchs. 

Late in the afternoon, city fathers were 
relieved at the absence of gatherings near 
the Tomb of the Patriarchs. Only tourists 
were seen visiting the area, In contrast 
to their satisfaction, leading figures of 
the Land of Israel Movemert criticized 
the measures of the military authorities. 
At the roadblock outside Hebron, where 
they had been stopped, author Moshe Sha- 
mir told reporters that the rally was in 
no way planned to be demonstrative. No 
speeches were planned, he claimed. 

Tension had been feit early in the morn- 
ing, with shopkeepers unwilling to oper 
their shops and education Inspectors ex- 
pressing their concern to the Mayor. 
Sheikh Ja’abari - instructed the chil- 
dren be sent home, and this led to the 
closing of most of the shops.

5 hurt as Carmel 
TV roof caves in

HAIFA, — Five workers were injured 
and extensive damage caused when the 
concrete roof of the building for the Post 
Office's planned high TV aerial on Mt. 
Carme{. collapsed while it was being pour- 
ed at about 7.30 yesterday evening. The 
building in the complex that is to house 
the aerfal 15 being built on the way to 
Isfiyeh village, The five men were taken 
to the Carmel Hospital but, according to 
the police, they had only ght injuries.

Southern Wall pavement to reveal more

Professor Binyamin Mazar said yester- 
day that he believes the western limit of 
Solomon's Jerusalem ig demarcated by a 
thick wall that Ues beneath the Herodlan 
pavement which horders the Southern 
Wall of the Temple Mount. The “flt" 
(milo) used to help level the slope at the 
Polnt contains First Temple period pottery 
of the seventh century, 

Prof. Mazar, head of the archaeological 
dig at the Temple Mount, was addressing 
Ὁ group of Ministers and heads of scholar- 
Jy and public institutions who have aided 
the expedition financtally and _ scientifi- 
cally. The occasion marked the end, for 
purposes of publication, of the first season 
of work. The dig will continue without 
interruption, but only the finds of the 
past eight and a half months will be 
included in the forthcoming publication, 
he said. . 

Among the recent discoveries is 2 
second century C.E. Roman dedicatory 
‘stone referring to the site ag “Aelia 
Capitolina Commodiana.” The first two 
nanies were given Jerusalem in the first 
hale of the second century by Hadrian. 
The third was added in honour of the 
emperor Commodus, who ‘reigned in the 
wsecond half of the same century, The 
name of the building itself has not been 
deciphered. The Marcus Aurelius referred 
to the inscription apparently refers to the 
emperor Caracalla (186-217 C.E.) and the 
date of the stone is about 210 C.E., Prof. 
Mazer said. 


STREET TO HULDA GATE 
. The Herodiag pavement uncovered 
alongside the wall was found to be a 
seven-Metre wide street leading up to the 
Mmain entrance to the Temple Mount — 
the Hulda or “Double” Gate (now con- 
cealed behind a medieval outcropping on 
the southern wall). The street‘sloped up- 
ward about two metres and staircases 
of five steps each, located at two points 


along the street, eased the climb for 
pedestrians. This street was bordered by 
ἃ wall, on the other side of which was 4 
Jarge pavement, also laid down by Herod, 
to serve as a large square facing the 
Temple Mount. 

The space created between this lower 
pavement and the upward sloping street 
was explolted for a number of rooms, per- 
haps used as shops which faced the square. 
In one of these was found several months 
ago a Jimestone fragement inscribed with 
the word Korban (sacrifice), part of a 
vessel used in the Temple ritual, as well 
as several more fragments helieved con- 
nected with the Temple, and a large 
number of coins of the Herodian period, 

He said the wall attributed to Solomon's 
city Iay eastward about 25 metres from 
the southwest corner of the southern wall. 
And perpendicular to it, going down to 
bedrock. The existence of the wall was 
known from shafts sunk a century ago 
by the British explorer Charles Warren. 


APPEAL TO PUBLIC 

At the meeting, Tourism Minister Moshe 
Kol suggested that a nattonal subscription 
be launched through the press to raise 
ILim. for the dig to allow it to progress 
aa rapidly ag possible.

Although “some of my best friends are 
archaeologists, amateuxy or professional” 
said Mr. Allon, he himself only followed 
the work with great interest ag digs 
revealed that “our ancient books spoke 
with accuracy.” ‘
